Unlock the metal plate that locks the ballot entry path and place the metal plate into the
storage slot. Make sure that the lock does not block the ballot entry path.

Unlock the front door of the ballot box and slide the Accu-Vote unit into the ballot box using
the metal guide rails. Do not slide the unit all the way to the back. '

Thread the female end of the pbwer cord through the back of the ballot box power cord tube
and plug it into the Accu-Vote unit. Piug the male end of the power cord into an AC power
outtet.

Slide the Accu-Vote unit to the back of the ballot box.
insert the memory card into the Accu-Vote unit,
Unltock and remove the printer cover of the Acou-Vote unit.

Turn the Accu-Vote unit on.
